—There are many considerations to 


bo thought of and decided upon when 
you intend to keep fowls for market 
and laying eggs. Those that are pro- 
lino and will put on fat kindly and 
make good eating when slaughtered, 
are the kinds you want—American 
Poultry Journal. 


—The Black Dorset pig has been intro- 


duced in this country. They have 
small, stocky heads, short noses, are 
heavily jointed, the necks are short; 
the legs, sot under compact, closely- 
mado bodies, are short and strong. 
They are said to be hearty and fatten 
readily. 


—Saving Steps.—It costs nothing to 


keep broom and dustpan and saves 
time to have two .or three, one for the 
kitchen use, one for tne sitting-room, 
and one to sweep feet in winter. There 
•honld always bo a set place for these 
and each member of the family re- 
quired to keep them there. Shears are 
needed many times during the day, 
and a pair should be in every room, 
also a coarse needle and thread. A 
good pincushion will always find cus- 
tomers, and plenty of match safes are 
indispensable.—Farm, Field and Stock- 
man. 


CLEAR COMPLEXION. 


A Few Cnlnjurloot Way* in 'Which JLadlei 


Can Secure It. 


It has long been an established fact 


that spring winds are harmful to the 
complexion, and those wfshing to pre- 
serve such should never go abroad 
without wearing over the face a thin 
gauze veil. Do not bathe the skin in 
warm water immediately before going 
out into the air, as this opens the pores, 
giving to the wind opportunity of chap- 
ping the skin, making it rough and 
disagreeable. Though many women 
use both warm and cold water for the 
face, going out in all kinds of weather 
utterly regardless of the effects it may 
have on the complexion, nevertheless, 
a clear, soft skin is something to be de- 
sired by all. Few cosmetics are entire- 
ly harmless, therefore the safest way is 
to avoid using any of them. 


Oatmeal soaked over night until it is 


of the consistency of glue, and applied 
to the face and worked thoroughly in, 
has been used by many successfully. 
A small bag of bran left over night in 
the same way is also excellent for soft- 
ening the skin. 


A light dusting baby powder, which 


has been stated on good authority does 
not injure the skin, but, on the con- 
trary, projects the pores from absorb- 
ing foreign matter, may be used to al- 
lay the irritation usually attendant on 
coming in from a biting wind. Many 
women use cold cream or vaseline at 
night, rubbing it well into the skin, 
which, it is said, refines the grain. 
This for the best results should be ap- 
plied after a warm bath. 


An excellent receipt for improving 


the complexion, particularly if the skiu 
is coarse, is the following! Take flow- 
ers of sulphur and mix in a little milk; 
let it stand for an hour or two; rub the 
milk into the skin without disturbing 
the sulphur. It will clear and soften 
the skin wonderfully. Another simple 
method for clearing the complexion, 
which ill within the reach of all, though 
it would not be advisable to try it un- 
til the warm weather, is: Make a mask 
of cotton batting, cutting out places 
for eyes and mouth; on retiring for the 
night thoroughly dampen it in cold 
water, and fasten on the face with tapes 
sewed on both sides, so as to tie behind. 
In the morning it will be found to be 
perfectly dry, the skin having absorbed 
the moisture. 
This, being perfectly 


harmless, when used in warm weather 
and persisted in for some time, will 
make the skin smooth and soft. It is 
particularly applicable to a dry, hard 
skin. These are afewof theuninjurious 
ways in which any woman who desires 
may improve her complexion.— Boston 
/Budget. 


Destroy Weeds When Small. 


Weeds may be a blessing, but It is 


only when they force us to give 
thorough cultivation that we might not 
otherwise bestow. We should not wait 
until the weeds press us to cultivate. 
Thorough plowing and harrowing the 
ground until it is in fine condition not 
only makes the work of planting, 
easier, but it enables us to begin culti- 
vation early, and to do more thorough 
work. In finely pulverized soil the 
plow can run closer to the plants, more 
completely 
destroying 
the weeds, 


which are much easier killed while 
they are small. Thoroughly destroy- 
ing the weeds at the first two cultiva- 
tions makes the subsequent work com- 
paratively easy, and gives the young 
plants a chance to outgrow the weeds. 
Small weeds can easily be destroyed by 
means of the harrow or hand rake, if 
the work is done soon after they come 
up —If. J. Shepherd, in Prairie Farmer.

When a very youthful college student, 


O'Donovan became un ui'tive member of the 
Fenian brotherhood, und frequently, when 
ticiidemic dntii*s inquired his presonce in the 
city, the fervid 
Nationalist was swearing 


in recruilH throughout ,lhu country districts 
by day, or di illmg and exhorting them in 
s-ome barn or on the. hillside ftfler nightfall. 
Ho was a born oriilor and agitator, and 
James 
Stepliemi, his guide and 
lifelong 


l'i lend, has described him as altogether the 
most vtiriuutly gifted young man of his ac- 
quaintance. 
When Stephens, the leader of 


the Fenian movement in Great Britain, 
escaped from the Dublin prison and took up 
his re.sidence in Furis, young O'Donovan 
jnincd him from tinio to time, and with 
uuigue and pen and as much purse as he could 
(onmiand helped to keep the national spirit 
'lively." Upon the. outbreak of the Franco- 
1'iussian war U'Donuvan joined a French 
regiment ns a private soldier, and after a few 
days was promoted to a captaincy for dis- 
tinguished military capacity and conspicuous 
gallantry upon the. battle Held, lie was 
taken prisoner and confined in a German 
fortress, but was enabled to make itn early 
escape by the assistance of his jaiiitoi's 
daughter. 
When the Carlists and Intran- 


nigentes created disturbance in Spuni O'Dono- 
van went out to that country as correspond- 
ent of some English and Irish journals and 
s]>ooial artist of The London Graphic. After 
seeing service on both sides during this 
guerrilla warfare he returned to England and 
elaborated a project, upon which he had 
bestowed much thought, for the discovery of 
Russian amis and progress in central Asia. 
His plans, submitted to The Daily News, were 
favorably received, and his book on the 
"Merv Oasis," which has run through several 
editions in this country, embodies the results 
of his experience us lirst set forth in the 
columns of bin paper. 


I was in London when O'Donovan returned 


from Merv. After quite un effort to reach him, 
a friend and myself succeeded in finding him 
nt the olllco of Tho Daily News. We found 
him to be a foruiun loMliiig gentleman of 
medium 
height, with handsome features, 


sparkling i-Ji's, long dark brown mustache 
and beard, and clothed cap-a-pie in sealskin* 
trimmed wiih fur. 
On my being introclucfjtl 


to O'Pimovuu we went out into (he Fleet 
streel m^ht and crossed over to Anderton's 
hotel, where we engaged a private loom and 
sat till morning, listening to tho stories of 
fun, Irolic anil adventure, told with inimi- 
table huinnr and exquisite finish. 


The room \v;ui somewhat cold when we 


entered, and O'Donovan wore his overcoat for 
about an hour aCtwr the conversation had 
commenced. As he warmed to his work of 
narration he frequently put his hands into 
tho pockets of this coat and produced rings, 
diamond-*, cameos, curios, crosses, trinkets 
and valuables of various kinds to illustrate 
his different themes. 


All were souvenirs and each was connected 


with some ollaire d'amour ou d'honneur, 
some interview with eastern or European 
potentate, or with persons of some special 
intellectual eminence. Some wore tokens of 
regard from Arab or Turcoman chieftains 
whose tribes had received assistance from the 
arms or advice of a stranger who entertained 
no deeply rooted antipathy to a "square" 
light of any description. It may seem a little 
strange that O'Donovan should have carried 
all thoso valuables in a coat pocket, but hii 
movements at the time were uncertain and 
he retained the treasures about his person 
merely to amuse the friends who had known 
him \\hen there were few precious jewels in 
IILS pocket, however many may have been 
curried in his brain. 


As he leaned his elbows on the table and 


related his oriental experience, punctuating 
each story with graceful movements of his 
delicate vi hiLe hands, it was difficult to realize 
that tho speaker had been an important part 
of the stirring events which he so quietly de- 
scribed. The features and expression of that 
peculiarly handsome face were much more 
thoso of un artist or quiet student tlian of the 
intrepid correspondent, who, as conspirator, 
soldier and traveler, had carried his life in 
his hands fur many years, Without a thought 
except to do some new thing for the benefit 
of a cuuse in which he strongly believed, or 
to find important information for his news- 
paper. 


Ilia manner was agreeably—we might say 


chivalrously—modost and polite; his voice 
wng rich, soft and melodious, and found ex- 
pression in deprecating tones, with a lisping 
impediment at sonio words which added con- 
siderably to the ap,)earance of truth and real- 
ity in all his storii s. 


".Ned," said his old ally, "the last time we 


saw anything about, you was in The Graphic, a 
f ow days since, when two of your own sketches 
appeared, one representing you as an Arab 
sheik, chibouk, flowing white garments and 
all, and the other had you at dinner in a jail 
of Constantinople, surrounded by a motley 
crowd. How did you manage to find the 
Arab garments and the prison dinner on 
Christmas day*" 


"Why, dui.'t y u k?aw that, like good old 


Father Abram, I am a real Arab nMrftatn, 
so appointed according to the most sacred 
rites! Here's the parchment," and he pro- 
duced a document covered with hieroglyphics 
which conferred tribal honor—at least wt 
took his word for it. "But now about the 
dinner," he proceeded: "there is a pretty long 
story connected with that I had scarcely 
landed in Constantinople, on my way to 
England, when some of the sultan's officiate 
waited upon me with an order from their 
ruler that 1 should promptly explain or with- 
draw some of my animadversions upon Turk- 
ish rule in Asia. I declined both invitations, 
and two hours afterward found myself in a 
subterranean prison cell, compelled to mingle 
with a crowd of the most unmitigated ruf- 
fians I ever saw in a similar space. Levantine 
pirates, Greek brigands, Asiatic fakirs and 
dervishes, all shrieked and bowled to the full- 
est extent of their lung power, and every va- 
riety of native rascality contributed to the 
chorus. It waa pretty rough, but to 'an earn- 
est inquirer after truth' it was amusing, and 
as I had some newspapers and a pencil in my 
pockets I was able to sketch an entire rogues' 
gallery on the margins. It was Christmaa 
eve, and I had hoped to b» on my way to 
England the following day, but, as they say 
in America, it seemed now ns if the sultan 
might easily 'play tho guillotine act and get 
ahead of me.' The unrestrained diablerie of 
the miserable devils around me became quite 
appalling toward midnight. As 1 lay on the 
damp filthy floor, with my ears stopped, 1 
tried to fall asleep, and had begun to think 
the effort was hopeless, when suddenly I 
heard the tramp o? soldiers who stopped with 
a 'Ground arms I' opposite the iron door of 
the cell. Presently an officer entered, and 
calling my name aloud, informed me that by 
the favor of Lord Dufferin. the British am- 
bassador, I was to be released. Lord Duffer- 
in himself waited outside with his carriage, 
and when I joined him we were driven right 
away to the residence of the British consul. 
A great diplomatic ball was in progress at 
tho consulate when I arrived, and by the 
time I had bathed and dressed, the entertain- 
ment was almost at an end, but Lord Duffer- 
in insisted that I should join tlie revelers. 
Well, boys, the peri that waited outside 
paradise never saw HHJ thing,m fact or fancy 
moro beautiful than the spectacle presented 
to me by that brilliant assembly of men and 
women, many of whom were moving to the 
Strains of a Strains wnJtz as I entered the 
room. When I wnsintroilural Co the daugh- 
ter of our hostess, in who.se honor the ball 
had been given, 1 felt that after my late ex- 
perience in Tartarus the Christian's heaven 
couUl show no more radiantly angelic spirit 
in u.11 the celestial throng. 


"The following ilay I was escorted by a mob 


of the sultan's military subjects and put on 
board an English man of war which was pre- 
paring to leave harbor. My escort hung 
round tho stern of tho ship until she began to 
move, anil I lon^eil—O, how I did long!—to 
have been able, without violation of interna- 
tional etiquette, to put a fog horn to my lips 
and pronounce a benediction upon the sultan 
of Turkey." 


I liaiuU'il O'Donovan The London Specta- 


tor anil liu read a long passage in which the 
great inoyul of English liberalism and liters 
ture reeoi\li'il ttie opinion that The Daily 
News cot-res] londonce from Merv had reached 
a higher point of general knowledge and 
literary excellence than liait ever been at- 
tained by any previous correspondence from 
abroad. "Mr. O'Uonoviin," said Tlie .Spec- 
tator, "lias conl n billed more accurate anc 
valuable information upon the Asiatic post 
tions ot Russia and Great Britain than wo 
have yet been able to derive from all other 
available sources." 


O'Donovan Deemed to bo much affected am 


pleased beyond measure at this corroboratioi 
of his success. lie reniainc'l silent for somi 
time, and when he recovered could only say 
"Well, I never expected it. There can be n< 
finer tribute than this. 
Boys, let us bave i 


bowl of punch anil drink the health of The 
Spectator"—a suggestion which was not al 
lowed to grow rusty. 


Shortly afterward we separat.'d mid 1 onl^ 


saw O'Dunovan once again. He Imil returned 
from Pai-is, where he spent nuu-h of his time 
with his hero, James Stephens

The Confedorato Flag. 


After the battle of Manossas, in 1801, it 


was observed by the principal officers of the 
army of northern Virginia that it was diffi- 
cult to distinguish in the Held the Confederate 
from the United States colors. I attempted 
to get rid of this inconvenience by procuring 
for each regiment its state colors. In this I 
was unsuccessful, except as to Virginian 
regiments. Governor Letcher had tho state 
colors made for each of them, brought them 
to the army himself, and delivered them to 
the troopa with his own hands. 


After tailing in this attempt, I determined 


to have colors for use before the enemy made 
for the army, and asked, in tho army, for 
designs. Many were offered, ami ono of 
several presented by Gen. Beauregard was 
selected. I modilied it only by making the 
shape square instead of oblong, and pre- 
scribed the different sizes for infantry, artil 
lery and cavalry. 


The proper number was then made ynder 


the direction of Maj. W. L. Cabell, cuiel 
quartermaster of the Confederate army, and 
paid for with funds in his hands for military 
purposes.—A Letter from Gen. Joseph E. 
Johnston.
